Captain Louis Albano was 
recently fined $5,000 by the 
WWF for betting on his own tag 
team, the Samoans, against 
Bob Backlund and Pedro 
Morales at New York's Shea 
Stadium! 

It was not a good night for the 
Captain. Not only did the 
Samoans lose their precious 
WWF belts, but Albano also left 
Shea Stadium with a debt of 
$5,000 plus whatever he lost on 
his bet. 

"The WWF has fined Louis 
Albano, manager of the ex-tag 
team champion Samoans, 
$5,000 for betting on a 
professional wrestling match," 
a WWF spokesman announced 
at a New York City press 
conference. “The WWF believes 
there is no room for betting in 
professional wrestling, whether 
by managers, referees, or 
wrestlers. We are prepared to 
strictly enforce our regulations 
against this sort of detrimental 
behavior. Even though Albano 
was wagering on his own tag 
team, he is not excused. If he is 
caught betting again, he will be 
suspended indefinitely.”

tag team title is worth a small 
fortune. Morales lost all that 
money. Backlund, bringing in big 
bucks defending his first crown, 
won't miss the added money.

As one 
friend of both men said, *If Pedro 
isn't bitter, he's slightly more 
tolerant than a saint. Bob shafted 
him good.

Some of his friends have 
been urging Bockwinkel to 
do just that. For a man not 
willing to pander to fans, 
the AWA stinks. Either you 
imitate Gagne's acceptable 
cheating, they argue, or get 
out while the getting 
is good. 

Yet, as his friends advise, 
they know Nick won't quit. 
It's just not in the man to 
surrender. No matter how 
many times they throw dirt 
in his face, no matter how 
many times they invent 
technicalities or rob him of 
victories, Nick will battle 
on.
